Dr. Ecken er issu ed a sCatemen : 
say in g he wou ld 'Took forward 
to makin g the western flight af­ 
ter ou r ship has been p rov en by 
an other rou n d 
trip 
ov er the 
Atlan tic.*’ 
“The p rimary object of the 
flight of the Graf Zep p elin 
to 
America,” he said, "has been to 
giv e a demon stration th at mod­ 
ern rigid airship s can be op er­ 
ated across the n orth 
Atlan fic 
an d other ocean ic p assages with 
safety an d reliability . 
"To accomp lish that object I 
con sider it essen tial th at the re - 
tu rn to Eu rop e be made withou t 
u n reason able delay .” 
"We are p rep arin g to shew 
th at rep eated Atlan tic crossin gs 
can be made at short in terv als 
an d to th at en d I p refer n ot to 
p rolon g' my stay in this hosp itable 
cou n try for more 
than two 
weeks a t the p resen t time.

MADE NEW RECORD IN 
HEIGHT FOR 2 MEN

FIFTEEN YEARS

THE ROAD AWAY FROM DRUDGERY 
Public utility leaders of the United States, 


convening at Atlantic City, were told the other. 
day that eventually the production of gas, steam, 
and electricity will be combined in gigantic single 
plants, which may very well be erected at the 
mouths of coal mines. 


Walter C. Beckjord, vice president of the 


American Light and Traction Company, was the 
prophet. 
Coal taken from the mine would be pro- 


cessed, he said, so that gas and coke would be 
obtained. The gas would be piped direct to con- 
sumers; the 
coke would be used to generate 


steam, which would 
turn electric, generators. 


The savings in money and labor would ' be 
tremendous.

to keep in mind. 


But as it happens, it is precisely this sort of
